Mil.  Thomas  Thorou^hgood,  the 
the  younger  fon  of  a  country  gea- 
tieman,  was  puc  out  apprentice  to  an 
eminent  tradeiman  in  Cheaptide.  The 
mailer  finding  his  bufmeis  incrcafc,  ^  as 
obliged  to  take  another  abraic  a  year 
atcer,  whofe  name  was  Francis  Fr oward* 

Thomas  had  behaved  excedingly  well, 
was  very  diligent  ana  honell,  as  well  as 
good  ;  he  uteci  to  fay  his  prayers  con- 
Itaitiy  every  nK)rninij!;  and  night;  he 
never  went  to  play  when  he  ihould  be 

at 
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at  Church  or  about  his  mailer's bufinefs, 
never  was  know  to  tell  a  lie,  nor  ever 
llaid  when  he  was  lent:  on  an  errand, 
Thefe  rare  qualifications  had  gained  him 
the  afFeciioiiS  of  his  raafter  and  miitrefs, 
and  made  him  a  favourite  in  the  family 
before  Francis  Came  to  them,  it  was  m 
a  great  meafure  o  ving  to  mafter  Fom- 
my'b  character  in  the  neighbourhood^ 
that  mailer  Fro  vvar  J  was  induce.  !  to  co(n- 
p^y  With  the  Mader's  demands,  not 
doubting  but  his  foa,  ia  fuch  a  happy 
fittH  itioii,  an  1  witii  a  comp:mion  of  id  ' 
fwcet  a  dilj^oiiiio  1,  would  oae  aay  turn 
out  CO  his  fatisfaclion,  and  be  a  a  com- 
fort to  hiin  ill  his  old  age^ 

Francis,  in  the  firll  yeir  of  his  appre-  * 
titicclhip,  began  to  dilcover  the  natuial 
bent  of  his  inchuation.  He  chofe  to  af- 
fcociate  himfelf  with  naughty  boys  in 
the  ftree:s,  and  feemed  to  place  his  whoi^ 
delight  in  h^jra.aod  idle  dcverfions  ;  h6 
negiedled  the  bufiaefs  of  the  fliop,  wh"  i 
at  home,  and  intircly  forgot  it  when  he 
was  abroad.  Tiieie^  and  many  more  in- 
difcreations  of  the  like  aarure,  I'ommy 

Taoroughgo^cl 
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Thoroughwood  concealed  at  fu{\  {mm 
his  IVIafter,  tho'not  without  fbirie  inward 
uneafinefs^ 

in  the  fourth  years  fervice,  our  youae 
fparkj  ^ho  was  an  only  cl\i!d,  heir  to  a 
pretty  fortune,  gave  further  proofs  of 
his  vicious  turn  of  mind,  and  frequent- 
ly launched  into  follies  and  dcbaucneries 
of  a' more  henious  nature  ;  for  now  he 
made  no  fcruple  of  abflnting  him  (elf 
from  C  hurch  on  the  Lord's  day  ;  always 
flaid  out  late  when  he  knew  his  iVIai>er 
was-^engaged  in  company,  and  at  luch 
times  very  rarely  returned  home  fober  ; 
nay,  he  had  iometimes  the  i^flurance  to 
lie  out  of  his  MaOer's  houfe  ail  night. 
In  order  to  deter  him  ftom  purfuing  this 
wicked  courle  of  life.  Mr    1  horough- 
good  ♦'hreatenei  to  inform  his  iXladcr  of 
his  fLandalous  behaviour  and  to  acqaint 
bis  parents  of  his  mifconduc^.    But,  a- 
las  !  all  thefe  menaces  proved  inefTcvfl- 
ual,  and  inliead  (  f  working  out  of  his 
reformation,  fcrved  only  to  heighten  his 
refentment,  and  to  raife  daily  iquabbles 
and  auiaiofitics  between  chem.  Here- 
upon 
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tjpon  Mr.  rhoroughgood.  finding  all  hi^ 
f  ood  offices  iiuherto  thrown  away,  at 
lencith  (ietermined  no  mare  to  rneddle  in 
Che  aiEiir,  or  even  to  offtr  his  brotherly" 
advice  ;  biu:  to  leave  the  unhappy  youth 
to  follow  the  dictates  of  hisown  peFver{e 
will  being  relolved  at  the  fame  time  to 
take  particul  if  care  that  he  Ihould  not, 
in  any  of  his  mirclitevoiis  frolicks  dc-^ 
tVaud  liis  iViader,  and  ^hereby  cafi  an  o-^ 
diaai  upon  his  fclio^-appreatice^ 

The  Mafter  was  chofen  Alderman  of 
t?he  ward,  and  Mr  Thoroughgood  was 
out  of  Iris  tmie  in  the  lame  yt  ar  j  and 
uablaoieablc  conda<fi,  had  now  the 
whole  tn  inagement  of  the  trade,  as  well 
abioxd  a-  at  home,  coinmitced  to  his 
eare  and  infpeclion.  This  great  charge 
obliged  him  to  jceep  a  ftn^ier  eye  over 
Farancis'  behaviour  who  was  jiill  en- 
tering into  tne  laid  year  of  his  appren- 
ticeihip,  and  imagined  his  ad.ions  were 
above  cogn  z  uice  of  one,  who  the  other 
day  was  but  his  eq  lal  ;  and  on  this  ac- 
count would  neither  hear  or  bear  his  re- 
proof, nor  hearken  to  his  adnionition  ;

inftrudlionj 

Mr.  Francis  having  been  for  a  long 
while  impatient  of  a  ferviie  life  w^as  now 
become  his  own  Mailer^  and  feemed  e?  g- 
er  of  puling  himfelf  upon  a  level  with 
his  late  companion.  To  t&6i  this,  he 
goes  down  to  his  father,  and  prevails  up- 
on him  to  fet  him  up  in  bufinefs,  that 
he  might  trade  for  himfelf*  1  he  reins 
were  no  fooner  laid  on  his  neck,  than  he 
gave  a  loofe  to  his  fenfua)  appetites,  and 
in  little  more  than  four  years,  had  a 
liatute  of  bankruptcy  taken  out  againit 
him.  The  unexpe6led  news  of  this  fat- 
al event,  inftantly  broke  his  mother's 
heart,  nor  did  the  old  gentleman  fur- 
vive  her  long.  Hereupon  our  heir  was 
obliged  to  fell  the  perfonal  and  mortgage 
the  real  eflate,  to  procure  his  liberty, 
and  to  laciiify  the  affignees.  In  this 
linking  fituatxon  after  the  days  of  mourn- 
ing 
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ing  wei  e  over,  he  left  the  houfe  his  fa- 
ther hved  in,  and  returned  again  to  Lon- 
don, where  he  puichafed  a  handlome 
epipag,  commenced  the  fine  gentlemaii, 
frequented  the  balls,  mafquerades,  play- 
houles,  rou»^s,  drums,  &c.  &c.  and  cut 
as  good  a  figure  as  the  beft  of  them.

Froward  took  to  fquander  away  a  good

better  than  to  iV  r.  I  homas,  and  woulc 
frequently  alk  liow  The  liked  him?  toi  ^. 
they  wonld  be  unwilling  to  marry  hej 
againfl  ker  own  iiiGrmatlon.    ^!er  ufual 
awfer  was,      Your  cheice  lhalt  be  mine  ;  ^ 
my  duty  fhall  never  be  made  fubfer-  ^ 
vient  to  any  fentu^l  paffion/'    T  his 
reply  was  not  fo  full  and  expreflive  as 
they  expedled  ;  and  as  mothers  are  com- 
monly very  dcxierous  ia  finding  out 
their  daughter*s  maladies,  Madam  had 
good  reafon  ro  believe,  from  fome  obfer- 
vations  made  on  Mifs's  behaviour,  that 
her  affrclions  were  alredy  fixed,  and 
that  ihe  was  deeply  in  love  with  fome- 
body  elfe,  which  was  the  caufe  of  her 
tmufual  anxiety.    Hereupon,  as  /he  was. 
fitting  4rt  work  one  evehinji,  in  a  melan* 
choly  portore,  they  called  her,  and  de- 
fired  to  be  informed  whither  the  hufband 
they  propofed  was  di (agreeable  to  her, 
if  fo^  Ihe  ihoald  chufe  tor  herfelf.

his  lady,  wlio  were  ov-^rjoyed  at  the  pro* 
fpe(S  they  had  of  marryiaj;  their  daugh- 
ter to  a  perfon  ot  fuch  prudence,  integ^ 
pity  and  h  /nour. 

The  next  day,  as  foon  as^  diinner  was 
t3Ver,  the  ald^rmaa  and  his  lady  with- 
drew, and  left  the  two  lovers  together  all 
theev^ening;  from  this  interview,  they 
i  V^ecame  fenfi  ie  of  each  other's  approach- 
in  ;  happin::fs,  and  about  a  montii  after 
were  j  jiaefi  together,  to  the  great  fati«$- 
fadlion  of  all  parties  concerned.

Mr.  Fro  ward,  who  n  we  left  a  wlillt 
ago,  put  fain  i;  his  ple  ifures  and  wickec 
inclinar  ons,  had  long  before  this  tim^ 
been  reiuced  co  poverty,  and  like  man]f 
other  thoTigbtlefs  wretches,  betook  hirn- 
fflf  to  the  .h!  j;h /v^ay  and  gaming-table, 
in  hopes  of  recovering  a  lott  fortune. 
He  had  followed  this*  dedruclive  trade 
•with  fome  fuccefs,  above  three  years 
without  being  difcovered  ;  but  was  at 
length  taken  near  Enfield,  and  brought 
to  his  rrial  at  the  Old- Bailey,  during 
his  fellow-apprentice's  mayoralty,  and 
cad  for  his  life.  When  he  was  brought 
to  the  bar  to  receive  fentence,  his  Lord- 
fliip  recollecling  Mr.  Eroward's  name, 
examined  who  he  was,  and  afked  if  he 
was  not  the  perfon  that  ferved  his  time 

with  Mr.  Alderman  — ^  ,  in  Gheapfide. 

This  he  pofitively  denied  ;  but  notwith- 
ftanding  he  ufed  all  poffi  >le  means  to 
difguife  himfelf,  his  pei  fon  and  Ip  ech 
betrayed  hun.  My  Lord  animited  with 
the  principles  of  compalTion  and  bene- 
volence, and  imagining  that  his  dcfii^n 
of  concealing  himfelf  in  this  wrcrched  fi- 
tiualion,  might  very  probably  proceed

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frdm  111  a  IDC  or  defpair,  took  no  furthrr 
rotice  of  it  in  court,  but  forgetting  his 
prefent  difgrace,  as  well  as  his  former 
arroo  mce  and  im-ifcretion/  privately 
procured  his  (entence  to  be  changed  in- 
to traafportafion  for  life. 

The  fliip  in  which  Mr.  Froward  em* 
barked  drove  by  ftrefs  of  weather  into  a 
certain  port  in  J^mica,  where  he  in  lefs 
than  tea  days  was  fold  to  a  noted  plant- 
er, and  doomed  to  perpetual  flavery/ 
You*  may  imagine  how  Ihocking  this 
profpe(5l  n  uil  appear  to  a  geatletn&n, 
who  had  jaft  before  fquandered  away  a 
good  eiiaie  in  indolence  and  pleafure, 
who  never  knew  what  it  was  to  work, 
nur  had  ever  given  himfelf  time  to  think 
upon  the  nature  of  induftry.  Ht^wever, 
be  no  fooner  began  to  rcfi-dl:  upon  his 
prefent  wretched  fituation,  and  his  late 
providential  delive?  ance  from  deaths chau 
he  alfo  began  to  repent  of  his  former 
tranfgreflions  ;  and  finding  himfelf  in  a 
ftrange  country,  unknown  to  any  per- 
fon  about  him,  he  patiently  fubmitted 
his  neck  to  the  yoke,  and  endured  his 

fer- 
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fervility  with  an  uac  )mmon  fortitude  of 
niiad.  In  the  ftrft  place,  he  determined, 
during  all  the  time  ol  h  s  li!;our,  to  of- 
fer up  continual  tha^^kf  Wi:i</s  to  Al- 
mighty Goii  for  his  manifold  mercies 
b  jfiowed  on  fo  unvv^orthy  a  creature,  and 
to  devote  all  n is  hiiure  hour?  to  the  duty 
of  repentance.  His  next  refolution  was 
to  obey  his  MallerV  commands,  to  ferye 
liim  faithfully,  and  topertorm  whatever 
bulinefs  was  impoied  on  him,  fo  far, 
ftod  fo  long  as  health  and  flrength  would 
p<?rmiti  not  doubling  but  the  lame  God, 
who  had  prefcrved  him  hitherto,  in  fuch. 
a  wQiiderful  manner,  woul  i  accept  the 
oblations  of  a  contr  ite  ht-art,  and  enable 
him  to  go  throught  it  with  courage  and 
cheartulaefs, 

the  fii  fl  month's  fervice,  as  he  him- 
felf  told  me,  went  very  heard  with  him. 
His  hands  hliilered;  ids  feet  grew  fore 
and  raw,  and  the  heat  of  ttie  climate 
was  al  l  oft  inluporrable  ;  but  as  cuf^om 
make  (  vuyliation  familiar,  betore  three 
iTiOiitiis  wei  'XpireX  all  thefe  j^rieven- 
ces  were  at  an  end;  and  he,  uaiural^y 

eu- 
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endufd  with  finrit  of  emulation,  would 
not  fufFer  hiiTrfelf  io  be  ourdone  by.  any 
of  hii»  feUow-^fl  ivts.  T^he  furperinJ-eiufant 
obferving  his  extraor<:inary  affi  luity, 
could  not  help  taking  notice  of  him, 
and  would  frrqaently  give  him  encou- 
ragement, either  by  calling  Inm  dfF  tq 
go  on  a  trivial  errand,  or  by  thruflingj 
^Ibine  money  into  his  haad;  He  i  ehav- 
ed  in  th>s  m-inner  near  two  years, 
when  his  Mafter  was  informed  of  hi^ 
good  difpofit*on^  and  removed  him 
from  that  laborious  employoient  to 
?n  eafier,  where  he  had  more  fre- 
quent opporrunities  of  payin a;  oiioratioii 
to  chat  Almiginy  Being,  who  ikpportel 
him  un 'er  ail  his  affliclions.  to  tbe'e 
iatervals,  h^  was  generally  found  witb 
a  book  in  his  hand,  or  on  his  'tares, 
from  wh>ch  pra<ftice,  he  received  great 
confoUtion,  as  he  otten  affured  me. 

At  the  expiration  of  three  years,  Sir 
Thomas  1  horoughi>ood,  who  ^niade 
pr^r^vious  enquiry  aftr^r  his  ftilovv- pren- 
tice s  bel)avioar  abr-i  ad,  le^t  ord  is  t@ 
■li^is  agent  in  Jamaici,  co  purchafe  Mr. 
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Froward's  trceiom  and  to  aciva  xe  him 
lool  that  he  night  be  enabled  ro 
get  his  Own  livelte  ood  ;  but,  at  the 
fame  tinme  gave  ftridl  orders  to  his  friend, 
not  to  let  Mr.  Frovvard  know  who  was 
his  bentfa6lor,  and  to  lay  his  Mafter  un- 
der the  like  in]un(^ion.  In  a  fhort  time 
after,  Mr.  Froward  was  difcharged  from 
^ilavery  ;  but  di  1  not  exprels  fo  much 
joy  on  the  occaGoa,  as  might  be  expec- 
ted From  the  good  ufage  he  met  with 
in  fervitude,  and  the  unufual  fav^ours  he 
received  from  the  fapefintendent,  as  well 
as  the  planter,  he  had  conceived  a  great 
liking  for  the  latter,  and  feemed  to  part 
with  hirn  not  wiihout  fome  inward  re- 
Juciance,  though  with  apparent  furprize, 
which  was  much  heightened  by  the  ad- 
ditional favour  of  a  note  for  a  hundred 
pounds  payable  upon  fight  to  Mr.  Fran- 
cis Fro^>/aid,  or  order,  delivered  to  him 
hy  the  fame  hand,  fjon  after  he  receiv- 
ed the  dilcharge  before  mentioned. 

During  this  confufioa,  the  gentleman 
W'^o  realy  had  a  value  for  his  late  fer- 
vant,  tol  i  !)im,  h,e  was  welcome  to  be  at 
hib  hcufc  liii  he  was  l(:itlcd,  and  that  he 
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would  do  all  the  good  ofE  :es  in  his  po^vcr 
to  promote  his  future  welfare.  Mr  Fro- 
ward  replied,      Sir,  you  cannot  do  me 
greater  fervice,  than  to  let  me  kao\Ar 
who  is  my  generous  benefadljr;  be- 
Caufe  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  make 
fome  acknowledgement.*'  The  Mafter 
pnfitively  refufed  to  do  this,  and  turned 
of  the  difcourf_%  by  afklng  how  he  in- 
tended to  difpofe  of  himG:}f  and  money. 
Sir^*  fays  lie,      I  am  not  unacquaiat- 
ed  with  the  nature  of  trade,  and  ha- 
bour  is  now  become  habitual  to  me^ 
and  as  1  am  well  (killed  in  the  culci- 
vation  of  the  fu^^ar  cane,  I  would  wili- 
ingly  rent  a  fo?;  tj!  planiacion  of  that 
kind,  and  worfc^l^pon  it  for  myfelf.'' 
The  planter  approved  of  this  defign  and 
;promiled  him  ailiftaiice. 

In  about  a  month  after;  Mt.  Frowird 
met  with  a  b  irgaia,  agreeable  to  his 
Tub'dance,  and  worked  upon  it  as  hard 
as  if  he  had  bee- a  a  real  ilave,  with  this 
difference  only,  that  he  could  now  l])are 
more  time  in'  the  fcrvige  of  his  ali-po  wer- 
ful  I^edeemer.    In  the  iiitenm,  his  Tate 

Mailer 
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Tvlafierprocured  !ii  m  a  wife  with  ahand- 
^fome  foi  iune,  who  hnd  a  fugar-woik  of 
her  own,  and  feme  negroes  :  he  pur- 
*chafe(l  more,  atid  Sy  his  induftry  rhriv- 
-ed  amain,  and  in  a  few  yeais  laid  up 
^loool.  in  ipecie. 

Tn  this  comforrable  flate,  nothing;  gave 
%im  uneafiaef^,  but  that  he  c  u!d  not 
ccome  to  the  kuowledi^e  of  his  kind  ben- 
ef  ^^lor;  never  was  man  more  anxious 
to  {hew  his  gratittide,  or  a^ore  (olicitouB 
to  find  out  his  friend  :  One  day,  as  he  , 
was  at  his  devotion,  a  Qrange  gentleman 
came  to  his  h  ilntic'^  ^      aud  delired  to 
ifee  h'^m     He  was       Iboner  admixed, 
^th^\n  be  accofled.  him  in  the  following 
tiianaer  :       Mr.  Froward,  I  am  com- 
rnarder  of  the  Dove  frigate,  Vsrhofe 
^*  principal  owner  is  Sir  Thomas  Tho- 
rough  ood,  and  am  jail  arrived  fiom 
Kn  :land  ;  By  Sir  i  iiomos's  orders,  I 
am  to  infor.n  you,  that  his  |amica 
At^eot  is  de.id,  and  he  has  made  eho- 
ice  ol'  you  to  lavXved  hi.n  here  in  this 
flatron,  I  have  a  co  nmillion  from  him  ♦ 
tor  you  til  lay  pocks^t,  to  difpole  of 
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my  cargo,  and  to  freight  me  again 
**  for  my  voyage  hotne.     He  never 
would  own  ir,  but  I  am  well  alTared 
he  is  the  perfon  who  faved  you  from 
bondage,  and  was  the  fole  inlirument 
of  your  prefent  profperity,"  Nothing 
could  give  Mr  Fro  ward  lb  great  p'ea- 
furc  and  fatibfaclon,  as  this  lafl  piece  of 
intelligence;  he  knew  not  how  to  make 
the  captain  weUome  enough,  he  kept 
him  all  night,  and  in  tl>e  morning  made 
him  a  prefent  of  a  hoglhead  ot  rum;: 
He  made  all  the  poffible  difpatch  in  dif- 
pofing  of  his  cargo,  and  treighted  him 
out  with  the  utmolt  expidition.  With 
the  reit  of  the  goods,  he  lent  Sir  Tho- 
mas ten  hoglheads  of  fugar,  and  as  ma- 
ny of  rum,  for  a  prefent,  with  the  fol- 
lowing letter.

Sir  Thomas  was  highly  pleafed  with 
the  purport  of  bis  icter>  tho'  he  railed  the 
c^ptaui  tor  letting  iiim  know  to  whom 
he  was  obliged  tor  his  treedcm.
